Pillars of smoke rose from the home for nearly 
an hour before firemen could enter. 
Firemen used compressed air packs in an 


attempt to enter tin1 house hut smoke was so 
extensive that all attempts failed. 


“ I literally could not see my hand in front of 
my face,“ Webb added. 
The mother and two other daughters, Hetty 
Payton, 15, and Latresc Little, six months, fled 
the home when the explosion occurred and called 
firemen. 
The h o u s e was destroyed. Minor damage was 
reported to neighboring homes. 


Scott county coroner Gene Nunnelee said this 
morning the cause of death was smoke inhalation 
and 30 to 40 per cent of the girls body was 
burned. 


“ S w e e t Lord have mercy,“ said a neighbor. 
Others echoed with saddened “ A m en i“ as 
firemen brought the charred body of six-year-old 
Lávente T o tten from her home this morning. 


A large crowd stood silent, freshly washed 
clothes still hung on the line at 222 Young where 
fire claimed one life and left four homeless. 
Firemen were called to the scene at 7:53 a.m. 
when paints and paint thinner near a coal stove 
apparently exploded, sending flames throughout 
the old frame house. 


Firemen believe the lire started when Gladys 
Robinson, 37. m other of the girl was putting 
wood into a stove located at the rear of the home.

The ultimate goal of the committee, Jines 
said, is to get voter registration in New Madrid 
county. Petitions are being circulated and 
voter registration could possible be on the 
ballot this fall. 
The forty man committee charges that 
votes have been purchased with whiskey and 
money in the past and they want this 
stopped. 


“We know instances of Stoddard county 
residents voting in Parma elections, voters not 
being challenged at the polls by the election 


judges and in our most recent election, 
whiskey was passed out to voters in hopes 
they would support a certain candidate.’’

two 
photographers at each poll tomorrow to act as 
safeguards against voter fraud. “Spotters” will 
also be placed at the polls and around town to 
detect other irregularities. 
Parma voters will elect a mayor, city 
collector, city marshall and two aldermen. 
Voters also will decide on three general 
obligation bond issue totaling $97,000 for 
construction of a water treatment plant, cost 
of a new fire truck and city funds to help 
build a city community center. A two-thirds 
majority is required for passage.

The attorney general 
has requested this information.

Over the years they had slipped and were 
running a pretty loose ship, paying attention 
to some rules and ignoring others. 
“ When people realize that they have a 
chance to do the right thing they will ususally 
do it,” Dale said. 
“Often we don’t have faith in our elected 
officials because we know we did not elect 
them .”
